GRANITE CITY - Bowling alleys are noisy places, 
from the rolling thunder of the balls and the explosion of 
the pins to the shouts of the bowlers. 
But-they’re-net-neisy_to-_Deug Burris.The Granite-City 
kegler approaches the pins in absolute silence. 

The sport holds no auditory distractions for Burris 
because he is deaf. a 

He is also a champion. Burris, 64, won the $2,000 top prize in the 
National Deaf Bowling Association’s World Deaf Championship last

secondary school they call it, 
you will have taken four years of 
physics. 

“In this country we have more 
school districts than physics 
teachers. 

“We ‘must make education a 
much higher priority.’’ 

Elections are too long and too 
much money is spent, Simon 
agreed with the questioner. In 
the presidential race, Simon 
said, Michael Dukakis spent 
more money than Simon, but 
Simon said he spent more than 
Bruce Babbit. 

“I don’t say this to upset 
either candidate, I support 
Michael Dukakis and I respect 
George Bush, but the two who 


made_it are the ones with the 
most money.” 
Shifting to Senate races, 


Simon said that in the last elec- 
tion he spent $5.3 million and his 
opponent spent $7 million. He 
said his office is down the hall 
from Sen. Jesse Helms. from 
where there is 
only half the population of Ili- 
nois, and in the last election 
Helms spent $16 million and his 
‘opponent spent $10 million. 

“How do you get that money,” 
Simon asked. “‘I have never 
promised anyone a thing in 
return for a contribution. But I 
do feel obligations 

“I see Henry Bieniecki out 
there. When I end up in a hotel 
in St. Louis about midnight 
tonight and there are 20 mes- 
sages for me. I see 19 names I 
don’t recognize and then see 
Henry Bieniecki, who I know 
gave a $500 contribution. 

“I’m not going to make 20 
phone calls at midnight_I might 
make one. Which one do you 
think I’m going to make? You're 
absolutely right. 

‘I. see-another. friend out.there 
who’s a farmer. Farmers in 
Southern Illinois are going 


broke. Farmers going broke 
don't -centribute to-candidates. 
Should they be heard? Yes.” 

Simon said spending in senate 
races should be limited along the 
same lines as the presidential, 
giving each exactly the same 
amount of money and not allow- 
ing them to spend more. Tax 
return forms, he said, should 
add a block right below. the pres- 
idential. one asking if taxpayers 
want to contribute a dollar 
toward the senatorial race 

Simon handled controversial 
questions ealmly and simply.On- 
the issues of euthanasia and 
abortion, Simon said both 
involved personal decisions and 
that government had no business 
interfering..with them. ‘The 
decline of‘labor union influence 
was due to a drop in member- 
ship and was unfortunate. He 
hopes the platforms of both 
parties will include a provision 
giving women equal constitution- 
al rights. 

Two people asked about policy 
in Central America and Simon 
said it’ was currently too heavy 
handed. 

In Panama, Simon said, the 
U.S. must “have nothing to do 
with drug dealers. Exclamation 
point. Period.’’ Also, he said, the 
U.S. must let the people work 
out their problems themselves 
and not dictate solutions to 
them. 

Simon said that he had spoken 
about-Panama with former Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter, who, Simon 
said, knew more about Panama 
than any American President 
except Theodore Roosevelt, and 
Carter had agreed . 

“People laughed at Jimmy 
Carter about human rights, but 
there are.only three dictator- 


——— 
ships left in Central America,”’ 
Simon_said.‘‘That \isa-direct 
result of human rights.”” 

In response to a question on the 
budget deficit, Simon said it was a 
big problem. 

“If you write a letter toa mem- 
ber of Congress and in the first 
paragraph you ask fer a govern- 
ment service then in the second 
paragraph you should say you will 
accept higher taxes to pay for it. 

“If you -don‘t have the. guts to 
write the second paragraph _ 

don’t write the first.’

There’s~-no—need-to. tell—bass 
fisherman how good May fishing 
can be.— itNasuajly. turns. up 
some great ater fishing. 
And the fish are still shallow 
enough so that you can toss a 
slip-sinker plastic worm near the 
bank, craw! it out a few feet, 
and feel’ that delightful tap-tap 
that signals a pick-up from a 
bass ‘that may be six inches or 
six pounds.
